THE JULY 4 CONVENTION 


Scarcely second in importance to the Democratic 


^convention which meets in New York next week is 
^the convention of progressives which will be held in 
'Cleveland July 4. There the people who were booed 
s at and hissed in the Republican Convention will meet 
'.' to settle upon their policy for the campaign. There 


is little expectation that the ticket they will nomi- 
nate, if they decide to nominate a ticket, will carry 
the election. We suspect that the leaders have no 
illusions about that. But the influence of that con- 
vention may indirectly affect the whole future of the 
country. 


Nothing more significant has happened in the 


sphere of politics since Fremont led the new third 
party, which since has become the Republican party, 
in 1856, and which killed the Whig party. The last 
third party movement under Roosevelt had little in 
common with that earlier movement and much less 
with the new prospective movement of which Senator 
La Follette seems to be the head. 'The campaigns of 
Roosevelt were largely personal compaigns, rather 
than campaigns of definite principles. 
Roosevelt's 


following was as varied as anything that could be con- 
ceived. Among his followers were a great army of 
social service workers, uplifters of one kind and an- 
other, reformer of all sorts, and disgruntled politicians 
In addition there was a host of personal friends who 
would have followed Roosevelt for himself regardless 
of his platform of principles. 
His defection from the 


third party movement broke it up immediately. Af- 
ter he had gone there was no cohesive power to hold it 
together.
